GROWTH OF CHRISTIANITY 


Religious 
controversies 
precipitate 
vague reports that the church-going pop­ 
ulation was in rapid decline. 
That the 
contraiT is true is not known better than 
by the millions of church members in the 
United States. 
An eastern clergyman discloses that at 
the time of the American revolution there 
was only one professed Christian in Prin­ 
ceton University and two in Harvard Uni­ 
versity. 
Today nine-tenths of the univer­ 
sity and college students of both sexes 
are members of some Christian church. 
Diminishing church rolls are almost 
unknown in the United States, while mil­ 
lions of dollars are expended annually for 
new church edifices in the cities, towns 
and rural sections of the country. Every 
denomination 
is annually 
reporting in­ 
creased national memberships, 
Plvidence of the stability of the church 
in America may be found in the general 
financial status. 
There has been a decis­ 
ive increase in the salary standards of 
the ministry. 
Church buildings are bet­ 
ter maintained and more luxuriously fur­ 
nished. 
A few years ago only the most 
exclusive city churches could afford paid 
chori.sters, pipe organs and skilled organ­ 
ists. 
Today these are not uncommon in 
the smaller towns and are customary in 
the smaller cities. 
Whatever the present ecclesiastical de­ 
bate may have done for good or evil, it 
manifestly has not detracted from church 
attendance.

ACCIDENT PREVENTION 


L. A. Ue Blois, director, safety engi­ 
neering division of the National Bureau 
oi Casualty 
and 
Surety 
Underwriters, 
says that there are no dependable statis- 
tic.s relating to causes of accidental death 
and injury cases, because there is no 
uniform method by states or nation of 
keeping such records properly segregat­ 
ed. 
The statistics of the casualty insurance 
companies are the most accurate because 
they cover certain specified industries or 


p e r s o n s over a period of years. 
But the 
insurance figures may be compiled from 
industries which 
are 
making a greater 
effort to eliminate accidents and, there­ 
fore, may not give a fair average for 
smaller plants. 
Mr. De Blois emphasizes the fact that 
there are today endless instances of re­ 
markable reductions in accidents by indi­ 
vidual companies or plants. 
“It is here,” 
he says, “that one finds the brightest side 
cf the industrial picture and comes inevi­ 
tably to the conclusion that much real 
progress has been made.” 
Counteracting this progress, however, 
he points out increasing automobile cas­ 
ualties, unsatisfactory conditions in the 
bituminous coal fields and poor records 
in the woodworking industrv-. 
The situa­ 
tion in the te.xtile industry is bad, and in 
single groups accident increases as great 
ae 300 per cent in four years have been 
reported. 
In small industrial establish­ 
ments of all sorts in New York state, for 
1924 and 1925, casualty insurance com­ 
panies had a loss ratio almost double that 
of the large risks. 
Mr. De Blois went into a mass of sta- 
tistic'- and figures and tried to reconcile 
much 
conflictin g evidence. 
In conclusion, 


he s ai d : 
“ As for casualty insurance experience, 
I fee’ I'i.i' as vet it contains nothing suf- 
l,a<^ic’ to give us a satisfactory 
the general industrial accident 
]. 
This should not deter us from 
r utmost to strengthen the gen- 
■,'rnon that accidents can and 
].r( Vented.’'

hear insistent demands from scores of or­ 
ganized groups that new bureaus, new 
commissions, even new departments, be 
created for our further regulation and 
regimentation. 
The evils that we suffer today have all 
come from the attitude that society must 
be molded according to certain plans. We 
seek to adapt ourselves to these new’ con­ 
ditions as they arc. imposed, and are cor­ 
respondingly warped and distorted like 
a Chinaman's foot. 
Any change in this 
unnatural condition is temporarily hurt­ 
ful, w’herefore it is assumed the condition 
must have heaven’s approval. 
All the gains of civilization have come 
from slow’ growdh; its reconstruction ac­ 
cording to the plans of uplifters has in­ 
variably 
postponed 
real 
improvement. 
Society everywhere 
needs 
to be freed 
from meddlers, and particularly so that 
of our owm countrju 
We need to return to the policy of 
laissez faire, w’hich, as William Graham 
Sumner once said, translated into blunt 
English, will read, “Mind your own busi­ 
ness.” 
How’ever unpopular it is today, it 
is nothing but the doctrine of liberty.

THE VOTE-SLACKER PROBLEM 


From the Los Angeles Times, 
The vote-slacker problem is presented 
from a new’ angle in a study just made 
bv Prof. C H. Titus of the political sci- 
ence 
department 
of the University of 
California at i?os Angeles, 
w’ho 
shows 
that the tendency of qualified electors to 
absent themselves from the polls is di­ 
rectly proportional to the size of the 
community in which they live, cities of 
100,000 population and over having the 
poorest record and those of 10,000 and 
less the best. 
Professor 
Titus 
confirms 
previously 
published statistics that the vote as relat­ 
ed to population is gradually but definite­ 
ly falling off, the trend since 1916 being 
at the rate of 32 per 1,000. 
This is a 
rate very nearly treble the death rate, 
yet it rouses 
little 
anxiety. 
Were the 
death rate to 
rise 
to 32 per 1,000 of 
population 
and 
remain there for any 
length of time, it w’ould cause something 
akin to panic. 
To say w’hat this tendency indicates, 
or even to guess that it wall continue, is 
not possible from the data at hand. 
It 
may mean that democracy and univer­ 
sal suffrage are dying, almost unheeded, 
before our very eyes, and that future 
generations w’ill have some other meth­ 
od of getting the necessary machinery of 
government set up and run.

to the Gov. Nelson house. 
The allied

Cornwallis tried to escape. He had part

Col. Alexander Hamil­ 
ton with unloaded m uskets and fixed 
bayonets scaled the parapets and ga l­ 
la ntly captured redoubt No. 10, which 
formed the extrem e left outlying de­ 
fense of the British and so hastened 
the surrender of Yorktown in the last 
fighting of the troops of Gen. George 
Wa.Bhlngton.”

Yorktown Won at Sea. 
Yorktown was won a t sea. 
The ar­ 
tillery pounding of Cornwallis’ lines 
wa s heavy, effective, and annoying, but 
otherwise the land operations were 
not severe. 
'The atta ck on the re­ 
doubts, on one by the EYench and on 
another by th© Americans, was prob­ 
ably aa much an act of grace a s of 
necessity. 
It .satisfied a m iliia iy scru­ 
ple. 
It w'as an extension of favor 
b y 
Gen. W ashington to Gen. Cornwallis, 
sa ving the face of a commander who 
wa s chagrined to surrender to artillery 
fire, ha ving taken to earth and being 
unable to get away. 
It i.s true tha t redoubts 9 and 10 pre­ 
vented the proper extension of the 
American parallel to the river, but it 
vras also true that honor required a

tenable and escape seemed impossible. 
The Americans selected for the a t­ 
tack were fittingly a part of the light 
infantry crops which W ashington had 
detached from the northern army and 
had given to La fayette when he was 
playing feint and fadeout against Ar­ 
nold, Phillips, and Cornwallis from the 
J ames to the Dan. 
W ashington had 
been able to spare him only 1,200, and 
he was, as he said, "not strong enough 
even to get beaten.” 


Assault Ijed by Hamilton. 


Hamilton claimed and was given 
command in the a ssa ult because he 
was ofiicer of the day. 
Gimat other­ 
wise would have led the light infantry. 
He had been a French aid of La fa y­ 
ette. 
With him at the head of the 
American atta cking column both de­

It proved, if proof were 
needed, that The American military 
system had produced assault troops. 
In this enterprise they were mainly 
from the Connecticut line, with a few 
companies from M assachusetts 
Rhcde Island. 
Cornwallis Driven Desperate. 
Cornwallis knew he was in a

bad 


way, but h® first sought more conso­ 
lation in honor, and Col. Abercrombie 
led out a gallant early morning sortie 
of 400 men to spike the guns of bat­ 
teries. 
In this additional bleeding of 
the infantry the British lost eight 
killed, the French twenty killed and 
wounded, 
and 
the 
Americana 
a 
sergeant. 
Cornwallis then attempted the re­ 
moval across the river to Gloucester 
Point, but a storm broke on him, and 
the next morning, Oct. 17, the anni­ 
versary of the surrender of Burgoyne 
at Old Saratoga, 
a British drummer 
mounted the top 
of 
the 
crumbling 
earthworks and beat the parley. 
Later Cornwallis had considerable 
difficulty in explaining w'hy he ever 
got to Yorktowm, and he never ex­ 
plained satisfactorilj’- to his superior, 
Clinton, who in New York found that 
the 
whole 
southern 
campaign 
had 
blown up. 
Cornwallis had been all over South 
Carolina, North Carolina and Virginia. 
He alwaj's had forces wffiich were too 
much for his opponents, except as de­ 
tachments had the worst of it, as at 
King’s mountain and Cowpens. 
Yet 
having been in Charleston and W il­ 
mington, he wlnd.s up on the Virginia 
peninsula near the entrance to the 
Chesapeake a t the precise time when 
th© British momentarily could have 
th© control of the sea taken from 
them and when the combined forces of 
W ashington and Rochambeau could 


jump from the Hudson down to the 
Virginia tidewater to get him. 


A Military My s te ry . 
It is interesting, if not remarkable, 
that th© generals and trained armies 
of a military nation never could com­ 
pletely bag an American army In the 
field, beginning as that army did with 
officers of small military experience 
and men of little training, and that 
these American forces drew the net 
completely around twm fine British 
armies, aided enormouslj' in the second 
success by the French. 
The British could not get an Ameri- 
can army In such a position as to de­ 
stroy it and put It permanen t , out of 
operation. Bunker Hill did not cripple 
the power of th^ New Flngland troops 
to contain Gage and Howe in Boston 
and later to make them give the city 
up. 
Washington escaped from Long 
Island and New York, his forces badly 
cut up and demoralized and many of 
them 
prisoners, 
but 
he 
was 
not 
caught, and he was not put out of 
action. 
His counter stroke was the 
capture of the Hessians at Trenton. 
Burgoyne had a fine army, and was 
surrounded and taken. 
Howe with a 
larger army was taking Philadelphia 
at the time. 
A British army was ex­ 
changed for an America city. 
Later 
the British gave the city up, but the 
Americans kept the army. At Charles­ 
ton, Gen. Lincoln was taken with 2,- 
000 continentals and the British kept
